LalerBloimt wen^ to tlie house of 
representatives and mingled among Ills 
iissociatea before appearing before the 
senate- committee of 
inquiry. 
He 


chatted on Hawaiian affairs with liep- 
resuntatives Waitc, Tarsucr nnd otbere, 
but confined hia views to the interesting 
descriptive featuresof hia trip to Hawaii, 
and iiad nothing to say on the merits of 
tiie case or the situation at the present 
time. 


In response to a question Blount told 


of his visits to the ex-Queen. The first 
visit lasted only live minutes and the 
Queen had little to say, apparently de- 
siring him to do all tbe talking, and evi- 
dently did not have a clear idea of the 
situation of affairs at that time. 


Mr. Blount was asked for a statement 


ou the present situation, but said: "1 
have ^nothing to add to my report, and 
in fact I have no information whatever 
on tbe condition of affairs since I left 
the islands and my report was closed." 


At the AVhite House this morning 


there was evidence of special activity. 
It is expected another special message 
will go to congress in a very short time.

CETm'G AT THE PACTS. 


The cabinet meeting today was longer 


than usual and undoubtedly largely de- 
voted to the Hawaiian question. Sur- 
prise was furnished in the Hawaiian 
matter by the action, of the house com- 
mittee on naval affairs this morning 
which voted unanimously in favor of re- 
porting the Bouttllc resolution to tbe 
house. This resolution is an iron-clad 
one. calling upon tbe secretary of the 
navy to inform the house by what au- 
thority instructions were issued placing 
the naval" forces .under the orders .of 
Minister Blouut ami to furnish copies of 
Jill orders or euirgestions issued by him- 
self or any otiicer of tbe navy since 
March 4, 1893, concerning the" naval 
forces at the. Hawaiian islands. 


Amendments were made changing the 


date to March 4,1892, so the operations 
of the navy in Hawaii under the Har- 
rison administration would l>e included. 
The secretary of tbe navy is instructed 
to furnish information, and is given no 
option to withhold documents which he 
might consider secret or public, winch 
at tins time might be regarded as con- 
trary to public policy. 


Chairman Cummings of the naval 


('.ommittee will report the Bontelte reso- 
lution to the house immediately, but 
fays it cannot be considered until the 
debate on the Wilson bill is finished. 


TIIE WORLD'S FAIR FIRE. 


The French Exhibits Suffer 
the 


Greatest Loss. 


Gi[ii:.\(iO, January 9.—It was about 3 


o'clock this morning before the fire at 
the World's Fair grounds was thoroughly 
under control. 
The damage to the 


Manufacturer's building was mostly eon- 
fined to the south half of tbe roof nnd to 
the exhibits yet unremoved beneath 
that portion. 


Over a space of 500 feet on the east 


aide and 3SO feet on the west aide the 
roof was entirely burned away. Be- 
neath this portion where the French, 
Belgium and Russian exhibits and they 
suffered most. It is impossible as yet. 
to estimate the loss on the exhibits as 
they are all boxed and will have to be 
unpacked before it can be known wbat 
damage was done by water to the textiles 
and by breakage to the ceramics and 
other fragile exhibits in the work of 
hasty removal. 


Tbe heaviest loss, however, is in tbe 


French section, which exhibit was orig- 
inally worth $1,600,000. 
Among the 


leases in that section are the bronze 
statue of war. The loss on the burned 
buildings is total, as tbe insurance had 
expired. The manufacturers' building 
cost $1,700,000, music ball $200,000, 
casino $200,000, the peristyle $150,000. 
These ligures, however, cannot be taken 
in estimating tbe value of the destroyed 
buildings, as 
they were 
practically 


•worthless, tbe cost of demolition and re- 
moving in case of all except the manu- 
facturers' building being equal to if not 
greater than the saleable value, and the 
value of the manufacturers' building U 
chiefly confined to tbe great steel arches, 
which with tbe exception of one are 
still intact. 


THE LOSS GIVES. -

An Accused Murderer on Trial. 
MARTINI/, January 9.—The trial of 


.lamea Madden, charged with the mur- 
der of John Maloney, commenced here 
this morning in the superior court. Ma- 
loney was found dead two miles west of 
Cornwall near the railroad track on the 
morning of October 16th last, with the 
upper part of his ekull cut off, to all ap- 
peafances having been struck by a pass- 
ing train and killed. The coroner's in- 
quest, however, disclosed the fart that 
be bad been shot in tbe head and the 
body placed near the railroad track in 
such u poaition as to give tbe appear- 
ance of accidental death. James Mad1 
den, Richard Yates and John Casey 
were charged with the crime and were 
held to answer before the superior court. 
Karh defendant will be tried separately. 


The Midwinter Not Affected. 


HAN FRANCISCO, January 9.—Informa- 


tion from Chicago regarding the great 
tire in the exposition grounds received 
here by the executive committee of tbe 
Midwintf-r Fair, is to the effect that no 


goods intended for tbe fair were injured 
by the tire, and that very few were even 
damaged by water. Tho Kussian exhib- 
its, concerning which there was some 
anxiety, escaped untouched, and none of 
the dampness incurred will interfere 
with a speedy shipment of the exhibits, 
which have" not as yet started. The 
date for opening the Northern California 
citrus fair is January 15th, and that of 
Southern California opens February 
20th. 


THE BECK FAILURE. 


The Assets in Excess of the Lia- 


bilities. 


SAX FIUNCISCO, January 10. — The 


members of tbe iirm of Beck it Co. said 
this afternoon Uiat their liabilities are 
between $300,000 and $400,000, and that 
the assets exceed the liabilities. The 
amount of assets would be largely s 
matter of appraisement. The firm has a 
large stock on hand, particularly rai- 
sins, on which advances have been 
made. 


The firm says they expect all creditors 


to be paid in full. They hope to be al- 
lowed to resume business without going 
into bankruptcy. The assignment was 
decided upon without any meeting of 
the creditors, and no meeting baa been 
called. All tbe creditors are left by 
the assignment on an equal footing, and 
there have been no attachments. 


The Fair to Open January 27. 
S.\.\- FitAXcrsco, January 10.—ft was 


>iven out on good authority today that 
the Midwinter Fair will ho formally 
opened on Saturday, January 27th. The 
program for the opening exercUes has 
not yet been definitely arranged. 


In connection with the special observ- 


ance of January 27th as the ollicial cere- 
monial opening day of the Midwinter 
exposition, Governor Mark ham is to bo 
asked to make italegal holiday tbrough- 
jut the state, and there is reason to be- 
lieve, froiu what the governor has said 
upon the subject, that this declaration 
will be met. 


The last shipment of foreign exhibits 


was made from Chicago today, and 
these will reach here with plenty of 
Lime for proper installation by the open- 
ing day. Meanwhile there will be con- 
stantly arriving scores of cars in which 
earlier shipments have been made, EO 
the foreign display should all be in posi- 
tion in time. The force of workmen in 
the exposition grounds lias been consid- 
erably increased and all the roadways, 
approaches, walks and various land- 
*cape features of the central court will 
be speedily completed. 


Cold Weather at Tehachapi. 


CAUENTE, January 10.—Thousands of 


liead of cattle are reported to be dying 
in tbe foothills and mountains of this 
locality. 
Many cattle are starving to 


death, as the recent Know covered the 
entire country throughout the mountain 
range of Kern county, where the cattle 
graze. The weather is colder in this 
vicinity than ever known before. At 
Tvhacbapi the thermometer registered 
yesterday morning three degrees below 
zero. Many thousands of dollars, it is 
estimated, will be the loss to cattlemen 
who were not prepared to meet tbe cold 
weather. Snow has fallen in the moun- 
tains from one to four feet. 


A Colored Variety Actress Killed. 


AN FRASCISCO, January 10.—Charles 


Hunn, colored, shot and fatally wound- 
ed his wife, who is known on the variety 
stage as May Buhee, at about 11 o'clock 
this morning in a lodging house on 
Kearney street, near Bush. The woman 
was lying in bed at tbe time the shoot- 
ing took place. Huim was angered be- 
cause she refused to get up and prepare 
breakfast for him. He drew a pistol 
and tired three shots, all of which took 
effect. The woman, although fatally 
wounded, sttuck Hunn over the head 
with a beer glass, inflicting a severe 


•ound. Ilunn is also a variety actor. 


Colorado's Extra Session. 


DENVER, January 9.—The extra ses- 


sion of tbe legislature meets at noon tc- 


lorrow. From pre?ent indications the 


session will be very short and the gov- 
ernor's suggestions will receive little or 
110 consideration. Twenty-live senators 
are committed on the policy of imme- 
diate adjournment, and at a caucus 
today appointed a committee to prepare 
an address embodying their reasons for 
taking this course. In tbe bouse the 
vote on the question of immediate ad- 
journment will be very close. Most of 
fche Populists.it la said, will vote against 
adjournment. 


The Idaho Mine Fire. 


GKASS VALLEY, January 10.—There 


was nothing new this morning about the 
Idaho mine fire. Every man got out of 
the mine, and no injury whatever oc- 
curred to human beings. There will be 
about '200 men thrown out of employ- 
ment. Tbe hoisting works and machin- 
ery were insured for $Ifi,700. The esti- 
mated loss is $100,000. It is thought 
that the company will begin rebuilding 
immediately. Thousands of people are 
visiting the scene of the fire today. 


Prominent Catholic Dead. 


JBRSEY Crrv, January 9.—Rev. Pat- 


rick A, Corrigun of Hoboken died this 
evening, ageil 53. In the events which 
have kept the Catholic church in the 
United States in a turmoil for the past 
few years, Father Corrigan took a prom- 
inent, part. He was a vigorous sup- 
porter of Archbishop Ireland and tbe 
liberal and progressive element, and at 
tbe time of hia death was as widely 
known as any Catholic in tbe country. 


Commission Merchants Fail. 


SAX FRANCISCO, January 9.—W. F. 


Keck & Co., commission merchants and 
dealers in canned salmon and canned 
fruits, failed today for $300,000. Tbe 
principal creditors are Weils, Fargo & 
Co.'s Bunk, $10,900; London & San 
Francisco Bank, $54,000, and the Bank 
of British Columbia, $24,500.

Hia peroration was eloquent. 
He 


began with reference to the legend 
which he eaid bad always been inscribed 
on the Democratic banner, "Equal 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none." The people bad brought tbe 
Democratic party into power on the 
broad principle of equal justice to all. 
The Democratic party raises itself ns 
one man, takes up this great cause, 
plants its standard here to sink or 
swim, survive or perisb, that the Tiemo- 
cratin party may continue in power. 
[Democratic applause.] 


He was followed at length by Burrows 


of Michigan, opposing tbe bill. At the 
conclusion of Burrows' speech there 
was a great outburst of Republican ap- 
plause, EO long continued as to call for a 
rebuke from the chair. 


Before order was restored General 


Black of Illinois took the floor. He re- 
ferred to Burrows' picture of dire disas- 
ter in the country and said the suffering 
depicted by him existed after tbe thirty 
years* laws written by his own party. 
In referring to tbe other state of affairs 
antecedent to tlw inauguration of the 
protective policy he declared no public 
and little private indebtedness existed 
t en. 


Hopkins of Illinois concluded the 


afternoon debate. He proceeded to 
make a long review of the history of 
tariff legislation in this country. At 
5-20 Hopkins secured permission to 
make eoine supplemental remarks to- 


lorrow, and the house took a recess. 
WASHINGTON, January 10. — An at- 


tempt to secure unanimous considera- 
tion for the Boutelle resolution raised 
another merry row which concluded 
with a verbal duel between Boutelle and 
the speaker. During tbe war of words, 
Tracy of New York asked the chair 
whether it would be in order to call for 
regular order. "Oh, the White House 
clock has not struck this morning," in- 
terposed Boutel'e, sarcastically. 


Tracy's cheek flamed. He inquired 


hotly whether a rneuil>er while making 
parliamentary inquiry could 
be af- 


fronted. 


Boutelle disclaimed any intention of 


insulting hia colleague, and Tracy took 
his seat, still chafing under the affront 
put upon him and declaring to friends 
he would not stand this sort of treat- 
ment any longer. "Tbe next man who 
says anything of that kind," be declared, 
"will gethis'face slapped." 


The tariff wag then resumed. Hop- 


kins finished his speech begun yesterday, 
and was followed by .Tolinson of Ohio in 
support oi the 
measure. 
Johnson 


opened with a scathing arraignment of 
tiie Democratic party for its inaction in 
carrying out it's promise to reform what 
it had characterized during the cam- 
paign as "the robber tariff."

The Hawaiian Correspondence in

that the matter has reached thia status, 
and it was made evident the administra- 
tion has no intention of proceeding fur- 
ther without the advice of congress.

He told briefly of his appointment by 


the President as u special commissioner, 
md said he considered tho appointment 
within the bounds of propriety and 
precedent. His decision to have the 
•Vmerican ensign taken down and tlie 
American soldiers returned to the man- 
of-war was revived. 


Blount said he found tlie inlands and 


;overnment entirely under the control 
or protection of 
the United States 


.roops. The American flag flouted over 
,bu government building in which the 
ollicers of tbe provisional government 
conducted business. Everywhere was 
noticed tbe influence of this country 
upon the people of the islands. 


It was evident, Blount said, that it 


would be difficult to secure nn impartial 
account or opinion uninfluenced by the 
surroundings ae long as this state of 
affairs continued. 


Consnquentlv lie decided on the 31st 


of March, two days after his arrival, in 
iccordance with tbe spirit of his in- 
structions and in the interest of fair 
!>lay, the flag should he taken down and 
:he American troops removed. 


Of this decision he informed President 


Dole-and on tho.following day, the 1st 
)f April, ended the temporary protec- 
torate and had the flag lowered. 


This proceedings 
be defended us 


within the scope of his mission aud as 
nn entirely proper proceeding under the 
iron instances. 
The subsequent events, he said, proved 


tlie presence of American troops not 
necessary to preserve order or protect 
life and property of either the Ameri- 
cans or natives, 


Blount contended his report was im- 


partial and his investigation without 
prejudice or favor. He stated be took 
the testimony iu his own way and 
acted upon his own judgment.

Tosepli O. Campbell, apuearcd in Judge 
Mi-kenna's court yesterday morning 
and naked permission to amend their 
inswer to the complaint of Mrs. Mc- 
Whirter, who is endeavorini* to recover 
he money, lly tbe answer previously 
filed the insuniwe company intends to 
[irove that Louis 11. McWhirter killed 
limself, and by a clause in the policy 
the holder of it forfeits his contract. 


Attorney Campbell said yesterday 


.hat he had abundant evidence to prove 
.hat McM'hirter committed suicide, and 
when tho ease is called nest Tuesday in 
.bo United States circuit court be would 
lave bis witnesses on hand aud abund- 
antly prove Uiat to be a fact. If be 
does that will end the accusation of mur- 
ler against Kiclmrd Heath, who passed 
through the ordeal of a trial iu Fresno 
ast summer, but escaped conviction by 
one of the jurymen objecting to a ver- 
lict of guilt. 


A new trtill was ordered, and the ac- 


cused mail is now enjoying his liberty 
under $75,000 bail. Outside of the sui- 
cide theory the insurance company 
claim that McWhirter concealed the 
act from them that threats had been 
made against his life when applying for 
;he policy, and that also voids tbe 
agreement Imtween them and the dead 
man's estate. In court yesterday morn- 
ng Attorney Campbell asked permis- 
sion to add to the answer, if ho found it 
lecessary, that McWhirter had neglect- 
ed to pay several of his premiums. 


"Mrs. McWhirter's interests in the

There Is 
intense aniiety, however, in congres- 
sional circles and all sorts of rumors are 
afloat that blood has already been spilled 
at Honolulu. 


The government printing office today 


issued a •volume containing Ihfe Presi- 
dent's special message on Hawaii, with 
tbe accompanring correspondence by 
the senate resolution. It contains re- 
ports from Minister Willis not yet pub- 
lished. Among them is one dated Hon- 
olulu, November llth, in which Willis 
expresses intention of affording protec- 
tion to tbe Queen. "Neither side," 
eays Willis, "has the vaguest idea of the 
attitude of our government, and conse- 
quently no outbreak has yet occurred, 
though ever\' night is filled with ru- 
mors." 


The last message from Willis was 


dated December 4th, after haying re- 
ceived Greshain's second set of instrac- |

This news is a surprise as much to the 


state department, as it was news in the 
irst place that Willis had failed to carry 
rat his instructions owing to the refusal 
of the Queen to accede to bin conditions. 


Representative Kaynor of Indiana, 


who is to speak for the administration 
in the house, was an early visitor at the 
jtate department and was closeted with 
Secretary Uresham for some time. Sen- 
ator Gray of Delaware, spokesman for 
the administration in the -senate, later 
bad a short conference with the secre- 
tary of state. 


There ia no doubt that all concerned 


feel that this latest phase of the Ha- 
waiian iaibroglio involves very serious 
consequences. It does not appear that 
there is any disposition on the part of 
the provisional government to yield 
peacefully, and there is no apprehension 
that Willis will resort to force, for his 
instructions are explicitly against such a 
course. 


The state department fee's that Willis 


has acted with bad judgment m attempt- 
ing to earn- out the administration's 
policy under very different conditions. 


Everybody is very anxious for the 


publication of the contents of the cipher 
dispatches brought by the Corwin, but 
the state department so far haa declined 
to make the contents known.

Toinblin Knew What He 


Was Getting. 


0. J. WOODWARD'S STATEMENT

Titii Ksaniiner alleges 


that Woodward know the stock was 
forged when he sold it to D. M. Tom- 
Win of tho lUnk of Madera. Tlie 
transaction, ucirordinji to the San Fran- 
Hsco paper, was as follow j: 


In October, 1390, Bainl and his part- 


ner, Brown, needed $4000 to make a 
payment to Thomas K. Hughes, "the 
father of Fresno," from whom they had 
bought lar;-ti trat'to of land. This sum 
they sectm-d from 0. J. Woodward of 
the Fir?t National Hank of Fresno. 
They siviired their joint note by attach- 
ing thereto 400 shares of tho Stock of the 
Bank of Madera. This stock \vaa all 
forged. 


The note became due in December fol- 


lowing, and Buird and Brown being un- 
abit- to pay, asked for a renewal. They 
were "ranted this on condition that ad- 
ditional security be put up, and Baird 
sent Woodward" 120 shares of stock in 
the Consolidated Ii;ink 
»f 
Elsinorc, 


which Baird is said to have manufac- 
tured, like other socurittea thnt he dis- 
pensed with so liberal a hand. With a 
view of protecting himself, Woodward 
*ent this rwtificate of stock to the Con- 
solidated I'.ank of Elsinore without the 
knowledge of Baird to be transferred 
and new Htock i-ssiicd to 0. J. Wood- 
ward, as trustee, 


This was on December 19,1890. Not 


receiving a replv, Woodward again wrote 
on December 30, IS'Jrt, and on January 
o, 1S91, hu received a reply indorsing 
the new vertitic-atti in liis name as trus- 
tee. Nevertheless this certificate, was 
as worthless as the one for which it was 
substituted. Baird luul a confederate in 
the bank at Klsinore. This confeder- 
ate intercepted Woodward's letters, for- 
warded them to Baird at Madera, who 
set up his forgery plant, produced the 
new certilicate, wrote the letter of traas- 
niittal, forging Cashier Kuhns' name. 
also. This was probably sent by ex- 
S 


ress to the confederate at Klsinore, and 
v him mailed there, thus makingevery- 


tliing look regular. This accounts for 
the loss of time between December 19, 
1890, and Janimrv:!, 1S91. 


When tho collapse of the Jladera 


Bank occurred and some of Baird's for- 
geries ivere discovered, Woodward be- 
came uneasy :ibout. his Klsiuore Bank 
Stock, continues tlie Examiner, and 
wrote to Cashier Kuhns of the latter 
hunk for information on November 17, 
1S91. AittT waiting.Ji week without re- 
ceiviuir an answer, Mr. Woodward wired 
to the~bank at Klsinore- asking if cer- 
tificate of stock No. 27 of that bank 
stood in his nainp, as trustee, on the 
bank's books. On November 25th he 
received word from the Elsinore bank 
that the certificate in question stood in 
the naniu of F. W. Wright, and that 
there was no stock in Woodward's 
name. 


On .November 27th, two days later, 


Woodward transferred this stock to D. 
M. Tomblin, knowing, as tbe Examiner 
says, that the stock was fraudulent. 


Sir. Woodward was questioned con- 


cerning this transac.tion by a REPI'IIU- 
cA.v reporter last evening, 'and made the 
following statement: 


"There was nothing wrong in the 


transaction involving the transfer by me 
to D. M. Tomblin of the stock of the 
Bank of Elsinore, referred to by the 
city paper. I made a loan to Biurd and 
Brown of $4oQO 0" their note, receiving 
as security at first 400 shares of stock ol 
he Madera bank. Later they were 
granted an extension of time, on which 
occasion Baird gave me as additional 
security the Elsinore bank stock. 


"This stock I sent to the bank at Elsi- 


nore, with the request that it be trans- 
ferred to me as trustee. It was some 
time before 1 received the new certifi- 
cate and I had to write twice for it. At 
that time 1 thought nothing of the de- 
lay. 
When the Madeni bank_troublo 


came I got uneasy and went to Madera 
submitting the 400 shares of that bank 
received from Baird and Brown to Tom 
blin's inspection. lie pronounced the 
stock genuine and said at once, the; 
would guarantee our loan, which he put 
in writing. 


"At that time the Madera bank owed 


us $5500, aside from tlie amount bor- 
rowed byBuird. On Uctober 27,1891, 
after he had siiven us the guarantee, 
Tomblin wrote, 'you may charge us 
with the amount due you from the. 
Bank of Madera; as to the private mat- 
tor of Baird and Brown, I shall bo glad 
io have you hold it over for a few days.' 


"On Nove.-iiber 27th following, Tom- 


blin came down to pay the note, lie 
saw all of my correspondence on the 
subject of the Klsinore bank stock and, 
of course, was also shown the telegram 
stating that there was no stock of that 
bank in my name,. Nothing was bidden 
from him," he being-made acquainted 
with all the particulars. In fact he was 
tlie first one that ever intimated the 
.Klsinore stock was not genuine. lie 
knew as uiuch, even more than T did 
about it. Tomblin paid the note and I 
handed over the securities, receivingthe 
following receipt: 
" 'KiiKSNO, Cal., November 2G, 1891. 
" 'Received of the First National Bank 


of l-'reano note of W. F. Kami and John 
Brown of October 11, 1890, secured by 
two hundred Enures of Bank of Madera' 
stock standing in tho name of W. F. 
Bnird; two hundred shares of Bank of 
Madera stock standing in the name of 
John Brown. One hundred and twenty 
shares of stock in the Consolidated Bank 
of Klsinore, stock standing in tbe name 
of *>. J. Woodward, trustee. 


"'All of the above subscribed stock 


received and accepted by us without re- 
course on said First National Bank, and 
they are hereby released from all obliga- 
tions that havo been accrued or may ac- 
crue on said stock. Also, the said First 
National Bank does not guarantee the 
eaid stock to be genuine. Also, received 
telegram and correspondence in regard 
to said stock. 
D. M. TOMIU.IS, 
" 'Cashier Bank of Madera, representing 


the Pacific Hank of San Francisco.' 
"It is very plain from this that Tomb- 


lin knew what he was getting. The note 
was paid, not on the collateral, but on 
the written guarantee of the Bank of 
Ma icra. Even at tli.it time I was in- 
clined to believe there was some mis- 
take, and am of the. opinion now that 
the Elsinore stock was an over issue 
rather than a forgery. If it was a for- 
pery and they believed it to be anch 
why did they not get after the guiltj 
narty? My letters on this phase of the 
matter, published in the Examiner- 
show my solicitude to trace the forger 
and punish him, offering all the assist- 
ance in my power."

Eddy's cargo is equal to 300 carloads. 
A train containing 300 cars would bs 
abont two miles long.

"Have yon ever noiicr;!," said a St.

jillars now standing erect in tho base- 
nent of tbe new Planter's House? "Well, 
Ud you ever stop to think of tho im- 
mense weight they Tvill ho compelled to 
upport steadily for many, many years? 
)h, you have. Bnt I suppose you have 
.bought tho manufacturer jnst made 
huso pillars and sold them without 
mowing anything al>out how much 
weight they would bear or how long 
liey would bear it. l.ft me tell yon 
ibont that. 


'Those pillars'are cast in the same 


jnamier as cast iron stoves—by running 
lie liquid metal into sand molds, but 
ilonside of each pillar is cast an iron bar 
"rora tlio same metal. Tue bar ia prc- 
:isely an inch stpjaru and JVJ feet in 
ensth. When cold, it is subjected to a 
rcry simple test. Each end of the 
s placed upon a table and weights are 
nisncmled from the center by n rope. It 
nust bear a tensile strength of 500 
pounds to tho square inch. The test may 
jegin with 400 pounds and be gradually 


icreased until the bar is found to he 


perfectly supporting the required weight. 
[fit breaks, for instance, Lt 480 or 490 
pounds, then the pillar cast from the pot 
if metal which cast tho bar is discarded, 
broken up and put into tho yiot again, 
with mora pig iron added. The pillars, 
you Imow, uro largely made- from scrap 
iron, and the manufacturers cannot know 
the strength of the cast until it is tested. 
Tho addition of pig iron in the event of 
failure brings the cast up to the stand- 
ard."— St. Louis Republic. 


In British Honduras. 


British Honduras ia a. crown colony, 


and of its i>0,000 population there are 
jbout 200 whites, mainly English. There 
is an American colony of about 20 people 
at Toledo engaged in sm;ar growing and 
rum making. Th:;y are mainly from 
Kentucky, and it ia a prosperous colony. 
Tho couutry is healthful for a tropical 
country, and there has not been a casoof 
yellow*fever in several years. Tho prin- 
cipal product, is mahogany, and it will 
bo years before tho forests are exhausted. 
Great quantities of logwood are also 
shipped tu Europe. We ship only ba- 
nanas and plantains to tho United States, 
shipping lr.st year 7^,000 bunches of ba- 
nanas to New Orleans. Tbe great prob- 
lem with us is labor, and wo import na- 
tives from the West Indies. 


We need immigration, and Sir Alfred 


Malouey, tho governor, is a very pro- 
gressive man and is doing much to bring 
us to tho notice of the world. Wo havo 
no railroads beyond a tramway drawn 
by* mules, penetrating the plantations 
for about si.\ miles. There is not a tele- 
graph instrument or line in the province 
and only a short telephone line between 
Etuvernnient buildings. 
Wo have no 


money of our own, but use the silver of 
surrounding republics, which is so de- 
preciated l hatpin American money ia 
equal to $3.CO of the money in use.—in- 
terview i.n Washington Ht.ir.

The usua 
Idea is that this vibration is duo to the 
action of tho powerful engines. This i« 
apparently erroneous, for it is now fount1 
tbat tho cause consists solely in tho imi 
son between the number of revolutions 
of the engines anil tho number of vibni- 
tions of the ship. The smaller the h:r _ 
of tlie ship the greater is tlie unmb<:i 
per unit of its vibrations, ami the longer 
the stratnertlio greater is the correspond 
Ing time of its vibrations.—Xew York

It certainly can give 
no satisfaction to Americans to know 
they ate paying thousands of dollars to 
fill the bellies of foreign officials with 
patedefoie gras and champagne. Let 
us send representatives to foreign coun- 
tries who know how to extend our com- 
merce and not such whose only accom- 
plishment is the knowledge of how to 
give good dinners. 


G ROVER CLEVELAND is probably a di-

ACCORDING to yesterday's advices Irani 


Hawaii President Cleveland is firmly re- 
solved to carry out bis policy of restora- 
tion in spite of the opposition of the 
people of this country and that of the 
decent element in the islands. If they 
are 
correct 
Cleveland 
has 
again 


shown his insolent disregard for con- 
gress, persisting in a policy while that 
body was in session, which he knew was 
regarded unfavorably by it. It appears 
from the advices mentioned that the 
orders sent to Minister Willis by the 
Corwin, which left San Francisco at 
midnight on December 5th, that the 
minister waa to proceed at once to carry 
out his previous instructions with re- 
gard to the restoration of LUiuokalani. 
This order was sent by Cleveland in 
face of th,e report of Minister Willis, 
which showed that the affairs on the 
islands are different from what "Para- 
mount" Blount reported them to be; in 
face of the fact that cougress was in 
session, and would demand an explana- 
tion of the President of Ins course in 
the Hawaiian affair; in face of the criti- 
cism bestowed upon his policy in the 
senate, which, had he any sense of pro- 
priety, would have prompted him to 
submit the correspondence and infnrnic- 
tion relative to the matter in his pos- 
session to congress, to carry out or re- 
pudiate hia program, according as ii 
seemed just or unjust to that body. 


It could have been only the fear that 


his course would not be indorsed, and 
thus receive a blow to hia inordinate 
Tanity, thatinduced him to continue in 
his role of a dictator, believing that 
once he had definitely settled the Ha- 
waiian question according to his and 
LUiuokalani's views and interests, the 
Bubseivient majority in congress would 
not dare to discredit him. The day 
after the Corwin left San Francisco with 
Cleveland's order of restoration, Senator 
Hoar offered a resolution calling for the 
correspondence in the Hawaiian affair. 
The resolution was passed a few days 
later, but the information called for was 
not transmitted to congress until De- 
cember 19th. It appears very much, in 
view of the turn affairs have taken, that 
the President purposely decayed acting 
on the request of congress in order to 
gain time BO that any possible interfer- 
ence with his policy might come loo 
late to be of any avail. 


If the President meets with no effect- 


ive opposition to his policy in congress 
it is very likely that he Trill in the 
islands. The provisional government is 
as determined as ever to opposo Liliuok- 
alani's restoration, and it neems quite 
certain that if our forces at Honolulu at- 
temptit bloodshed will ensue. Thefact, 
if it is such, that the ex-Queen has al 
last consented to grant amnesty to all 
who took part in the revolution and will 
ratify the obligations of the provisional 
government and govern faithfully in 
accordance with the present constitu- 
tion, will have no force with the pro- 
visional government, for onre restoret 
there is nothing to prevent her from 
| breaking all these pledges and adopting 


, a policy of revenge and oppression 
Perhaps, when the blood of our sailors 
has been pptlled in putting a black bawc 
on a thr-ne, the crinpine majority in 
congress will summon sufficient courage 
to gently inform the great American 
Czar in the White House that he has not 
dons altogether well.

raisins from 2)4 to 1}£ cents per pound 
and keeps Zante currants on the free 
list. It proposes an unfair reduction of 


already moderate duty, which should 


also include Zante currants. Kaiaina 
cannot be produced inOaliforniacheaper 
than they are now selling, hence no 
benefit can come to the consumer, aud 
the only possible results will be a loss 
of revenue and increased profits for the 
foreigners.

of the Wyaudottea, Plymouth Rocks, 
Brown Leghorn, Langshan and others, j 
but being acquainted with but a few ! 
poultry breeders here I have been un- 
able to tel! them. Now, 1 would say to 
those who have pure blooded stock of 
any of the varieties for eale, either 
chicks or eggs, or the mammoth bronze 
turkey, I think they would do well to put 
a h'luall ad in TIIK IlKmii.icAx EO that 
those wanting pure slock will know 
•where to get it. 


Now is your time to hatch your chicks. 


Set every hen you can find that ia 
broody and get your incubators to work 
at once, for the chicks you now hatch 
out for the next six weeks will be the 
ones that will lay for you neit fall when 
eggs are worth 40 cents per dozen. And 
let mo say right here, that although 
chickens do not require any food for the 
first twenty-four hours after hatching, 
it IB very important that they be fed 
regularly 
and often after they have 


commenced to take their rations. The per- 
son who has charge of the young chicks 
should be as regular as the sun. It is 
ruinous to stunt them by starvation 
during the period of their growth. Oioit 
feeding them for one-half day and they 
will begin to starve, and their discontent 
ia made known by loud peeping, very 
unpleasant to the ear, which can only 
be stilled by filling their little crops 
with food, at the first taste of which the 
loud complaining peep gives place to 
the most contented chatter. 


Many chickens are stunted by long 


fasts. 
They spend hours crying for 


food. This is the reason why some per- 
sona have their Asiatics and Plymouth 
Jlocks undersized (sis so many com- 
plain), aud wonder why they don't 
come up to standard weight when eight 
or ten months old. Now, to attain 
large size they must have a plentiful 
supi)lv of good food live times each day. 
Cuicke. s thus fed will when ready for 
market make much better broilers, and 
be so plump and juicy that they are 
sure to find :i ready snlu in any market; 
while those that'have been neglected 
und only half fed will be hard to sell, 
and when put on the table will be found 
verv dry aud sinewy. 


Hatch now all yo'ti can and feed welh

The registration of Chinese under the 


McCreary act was be#m in Fresno four 
days ago. The registration in San 
Francisco began on the 3d inst., and 
Bubonlinate offices for this purpose have 
been opened at San Jose, Los Angeles, 
Ban Diego, San Bernardino. Bakerslield, 
Tulare, Fresno, Martinez, Oakland, Ala- 
mcda and Bishop Creek. This territory 
comprises the southern district of Cali- 
fornia. 


In each of the places mentioned the 


registration is in the hands of a special 
deputy. The registration should have 
begun some tune ago, but the necessary 
books and blanks have been delayed i 
In Washington over a month. 


The McCreary bill grants the Chinese 


an extension "of six months time in 
which to regieter. This period will ex- 
pire on May 3d, so there are only four 
months left the Chinese. 


Circulars announcing the beginning 


of this work have Seen printed in the 
Chinese language and distributed all 
over the district. The little yellow men 
do not seem to be in any Lurry, how- 
ever, to give the special deputies the 
trouble to register them. In fact, there 
appears to be ae much opposition to 
registering under the MeCreary bill as 
under the Geary law. 


In San Francisco proclamation.'! havi 


beer, isaued by the Sis Companies warn- 
ing the Chinese against registering, and 
the government notices were torn down. 
The order has no doubt been sent to al 
the localities where there are Chinese 
and most of them will probably heed it. 


In Fresno very few have registered 


since the opening of the otlice—about a 
dozen. Four of these registered yester- 
day. It is plain that the Chinese be 
lieve they are not in danger of deporta- 
tion, and in case they do not register, 
being of the opinion that their frieiu 
Grover Cleveland will use bis influence 
in their behalf, as he did last year. Thej 
certainly have, good grounds for tin's 
opinion, it is not at all improbable 
that before the time for their deporta 
tion comes eomo neiv ukase for their re- 
lief will be promulgated by C/ar Cleve- 
land.

Grower's Exchange involves the highest 
iegreeof producing ability in growing, 
manufacturing and classifying the fruit 
and raisins ready for commerce, and also 
he highest degree of commercial abil- 
ty in disposing of the manufactured ar- 
icle. That would be a condition most 
desirable, but most ditlicult of attain- 
ment. 


"Still the experience of the Santa 


Clara Fruit exchange has been a happy 
and successful one." Two or three years 
go they formed what I think was 
:alled the West Side Prune Growers' 
and Packers' association. He otlice was 
o take the green fruit, mostly prunes, 
jrade it, dip it 2::;: Jrj it nil at the com- 
lauy's plant, giving the grower certifi- 
cates like your corporation. Its province 
ilso was to market the goods. It worked 
so well that last year every neighbor- 
lood had its co-ope"rative plant. Still it 
ticked entire unity when the separate 
nstUutiona came to market their mer- 
chandise. 


"To further unify the business early

of its beneficent character. But to sue 
cced it must have the support and con 
Sdence of the producers, they, the pro- 
ducers, must be educated up to it, am 
that is going to require lots of mission 
ary work. It cannot be done in a single 
year, but it& successful working for a 
single year would have more couvertinj 
power than five years of exhorting ant 
preaching. 


"The proj«sition to get '20,000 shares 


of stock issued at $5 a share and to cal 
it in is necessary. If every 20 acres o 
orchard and every 10 acres of raisin; 
should subscribe for one share of stocl 
it would take up all the stock; but SUD 
pose half the acreage would fail to sub 
scribe, then there oualit to be a share 
for every o acres of vineyard and ever;

"We have opposed the eastern ring 


or five years. All diee ise-infccted trees 
iave come from thu east, and the ring 
that bids fair to be demoralized by the 
decision in the Riverside case is com- 
posed of influential eastern orchardists 
ind their army of California agents. 
Their business has been shattered since 
,hey have been stopped from shipping 
disease-infected trees into the state." We 
iave never objected to the imiiortatioi 
of good, clean nursery stock. 


"The ring first commenced to be ac- 


.ivo five years ago. Agents came here 
mcl sold fruit stock so much cheaper 
.ban local nurserymen could then afford 
,0 that thousands of pear and peach 
trees were bought. 


"Naturally, California is not a peat 


district. There are few, if any, native 
.fee diseases here, and none of them are 
serious. 


'Tlie eastern orchards, in certain sec- 


,ious, are a prey to many pests, and all 
of them are deadly. 


DISEASES WAltUKl) OVK. 


''The agents attempted to import a lol 


of peach trees infected with yellows. 
The yellows i? one of the most danger- 
ous tree diseases known—all tlie more 
to be fearetl because it cannot be detect- 
ed until it has fully developed. 


"'Another eastern pest is the peach 


root borer. The insect bores into the 
roots of tin; trees and kills it. There is 
_io remedy for it, aside from absolute 
destruction of the orchards where it 
flourishes. 


"The 'black aphis' ia another eastern 


fruit pest. U is even more destructive 
than tlie yellowa. It has been known 
to kill 100,000 trees in three weeks. In 
Australia it hua almost wiped out pcacl 
culture. 


"I have mentioned these pesta par 


ticularly to show how criminal the atti 
tude of the eastern nursery ring is. The 
introduction of one of these three pests 
into California would annihilate or 
charda by the hundred. And yet tin 
ring, acting through its agents, has beei 
making shipment after shipment. As 
fast as the trees came in they have been 
seized and dettroyed. We have beei 
served with injunctions and threatenec 
with all sorts of damage suits, but, rely 
ing upon thu state law, we kept on witl 
ilie work. 


ASSAILED OX .U.I. SIDKK. 


"The fact ie, California, more than 


any other part of the world, has been 
flooded with diseased trees of all kinds 
and the commerce has been encouragci 
and abetted by local agents of eastern 
and foreign nurseries. 


"Shipments have come here from tli 


East, Japan, China, South America 
Tahiti and the £onth Sea Islands am" 
Continental countries. 


"The siege of pests has actually ap 


proachcd the ridiculous in its variety. 
Last year we seized fivn flying foxe.°. 
They ciinie from the South Seas ostensi- 
bly to be kept as pete. But ?f ever they 
got loose our California orchards would 
grow mortgages more than anything 
else. The Hying fox belongs to the bat 
family. It has been frightfully destruc- 
tive to the fruit interests of Australia. 
During the night these animals swarm 
in the fruit trees, especially cocoanut 
trees. They have resisted all efforts to 
exterminate them. They have been 
dynaniiteci, shot and poisoned, but they 
are HO numerous in Australia that it is 
estimated 1500 of them have hovered in 
and about a single tree.

so as to bring out tiie beauties of the 
native wood. 
The delivery windows are of bard 


wood with etched glass lights, and 
of Yale A Towne's patent i/aitem. and 
very ronvenient. 


The lioxed, 128'i in immber, were ol 


tained irom I.o? An^eUs-. and San Dieuo 
uiid are oi the Corbin patent pattern, 
with lmis'8 doors and copper jirtrtition?, 
the locks being constructed with nine | 
tumblers, n'nd e:ich lock is capable oi 
5iWO or 0000 changes. 


This enables one to lock a box with 


any key while it is unlocked, but no key 
but that will reopen it. For this reason 
no set oi keys arc duplicated which pre- 
vents designing persons from meddling 
with individual mail matter. 


Tiie compartments run in three sizes, 


from small boxes suitable for the mail of 
a family to large drawers for the con- 
venience of parties whose patronage oi 
the mails requires large accommodations. 


The arrangement is different from tbe 


old oilice, in that the entrance is in tlie 
center with well arranged delivery win- 
dows for mail, stamps, registered mat- 
ter ami the other requirements of the 
otfice, while about tlie center posts sup- 
porting the partition wall above »rc 
arranged neat desks for the convenience - 
of opening mail and making memoranda 
l-y the patrons of the oftire. 


The letters boxes and apertures for 


the deposit of packages sire at the rear 
with a sloping rise in order to permit an 
inside arrangement for the, convenience 
of sorting and distributim1 mail, all of 
which, as well as the outside windows, 
are neatly lettered by Mr. Spencer, the 
painter, ^bile H. O. Warner has con- 
tributed a calendar clock for the public 
convenience., which is hung on a post in 
the lobby. 


Inside the office the arrangements nrp 


equally complete. A strong fire proof 
vault has been erected for the storage of 
records 
with ample 
safe, room for 


stamps, etc., which will prove ample 
protection against fire. 


The postmaster's private office is in 


the corner of the building neath- fitted 
up, while the other departments are 
separated with woven wire partitions 
and furniture convenient for the work 
in hand. 
The work baa been thoroughly in- 


spected bv R. K. Munro, postoffice in- 
spector in charge of the, San Francisco 
division, and Postoffice Inspector M. H. 
Flint, who are lavish in praise of it. 
Inspector Munro states that he doe's not 
believe the Sitings and fixtures can be 
duplicated for $7000, but the committee, 
under the economical guidance of F. H. 
jlall, has accomplished the work a.t an 
expenditvre of about $"800.

good policy to increase this power by 
giving them more power to renew their 
onslaught later, and further 
extend 


their control,of all things? Judging by 
bank reports, there is now probably 
enough gold in .New York and Chicago 
to buy $200,000,000 bonds. As these two 
cities were so active in gecuring the 
present condition, it is but fair to as- 
sume they will refuse to loan any of this 
money until they get bonds, by which 
they will draw interest on tbe bonds 
and then loan the issue on tbe bonds 
beside. No one could much blame them 
to ask this, but will a public that bears 
all the burden of tax to create this 
wealth be \\arrautedinaccepting such 
a demand? Already sc.rious murmurs 
arc heard saying that such a bold de- 
mand following up the late actions had 
rightly appealed to the manhood of the 
people to defend themselves against an 
enemy of tbe mnst dangerous character. 


The Knights of Labor have issued an 


address to protest against Iwnds. This 
example will likely lie followed by other 
societies'. Tlie fact that people cannot 
afford to wait long on this question 
ought to bring all communities into cor- 
respondence with cor.gress at once, tlmt 
a decision may be reached. If nothing 
can be done to help matters until an- 
other election, it is time all should know 
it. If anything can bedone it is time it 
•was known so people could reasonably 
calculate us to the future. 


My own views aa to the best method 


arc too well known to repeat here. I 
am willing, like thousands of others, to 
meet the majority on any plan tbat is 
honorable. No doubt if we once deter- 
mine to act, and begin it in earnest, we 
will soon concentrate on ft policv that 
will make corrections in the interest' of 
the public which will be much wiser 
than tbe bond policy, which every man 
knows today is urged wholly in the in- 
terest of the holders of them. But if 
the bonds must come, then we suggest 
that on them, and the currency issued 
on them, instead of "In God we trust" 
tbat in bold letters it should read, "The 
public be damned."

such is the demoralizing tendency otthe 
present methods of distribution. 


There ia a clean-cut, plain way out of 


this and it can only he obstructed, and 
probably will be obstructed, by rival- 
ries and jealousy, but if every man will 
put aside personal preferences, prejud- 
ice and feeling and go into the con;em- 
nlatiou of this subject in a generous, 
candid and impartial frame of mind, 
each agreeing to waive a little individu- 
ality and personal preference in favor of 
the'whole, I see no difficulty in the 
matter. If we attempt, however, to 
pool Fresno and only succeed m pooling 
two-thirds of the growers, and there is 
one-third on the outside hammering 
awav at the holdings under the pool, 
success will not result.
